b. Information indicating assignment by the Soviets of special 
priorities to the procurement ef specific row materials and/or 
industrial equipment. Such information would especially facilitate 
the efforts of inter-agency export control aoaaitteas, on which 

CIA Is represented and to which intelligence support is furnished. 

o. Information on the nswes. addresses, connections and activities 
of firms end Individuals involved in supplying the Soviet bloc with 
strategic materials. Over one hundred names of such character were 
extracted from the material already reviewed! intensive exploitation 
would be of great value in view of current plans to establish within 
OXA a "watch list" of international traders. 
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d. Inforaatiim describing methods of ehipment, practices by 
whioh export control* are being violated, and teohniquea of financing 
(ineluding ourrenay and go in balances and movements ) .
